There is o good deal of fustian in the plece, but
the construction is admirable, and it presents a
first-rate set of acting characters that are com-
paratively easy of representation; and when not
repeated too often, the Lady of Lyons s tole-
rably sure of a fuvorable reception. It 15 a
eapital plece for the lnitlation of young people
into the glories of dramatic art, and is conse-
quently the delight of sweet sixteen; and all the
young ladies who visit the theatre for the first
tiine, with o vague idea that they are doing
something very pleasant and very naughty,
unanimonsly vote “Clande” to be o dear fellow
in spite of his shoeking behavior to *“Pauline™
